Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


From the western States heavily interested in canners’ crops come 
many rej orts of damage and delay owing to cold, inclement weather; even 
to the extent of causing the canners to withhold acceptance on future corn 
contracts. Peas are included in the articles affected, and the market is 
feeling the result of these reports. 

A comparison of this past week’s weather with the same time last year 
will, therefure, be found interesting, and in the light of last year’s develop- 
ments, valuable. We cannot do better than compare the last issue of the 
U. S. Weather Bullitin, covering the week ending May 18, 1908 with the 
corresponding one of last year, covering the week ending May 20th, 1907. 
Taking the temperature, we find in 1907 that the week under review had 
only just come up to a normal degree in the New England States, and ex- 
tended down to the borders of South Carolina, but this applied only on the 
immediate seacoast. All the rest of the country to the Rocky Mountain 
slopes and from Conada to the Gulf averaged from 3 degrees to 12 degrees 
below the normal seasonable temperature, and on the night of May 2oth in 
Missouri they had snow. In all this section, practically the entire canning 
region, excepting California and Maine, the week showed frosts in all sect- 
ions, and freezing temperatures in most of them. To go more into detail; 
the Government reported normal temperatures in the following States : 
New England, New York, Virginia and West Virginia. Above normal in 
Pennsylvania, North Carolina, Utah and California. Below normal: New 
Jersey, Maryland, South Carolina, Georgia from 2 to 5°; Florida, Texas 
from 3 to 6°, with light frosts; Arkansas, light frosts; Tennessee, light 
frosts; Kentucky, Missouri, snow; I'linois, heavy frosts; Indiana, Ohio, 
frosts; Michigan, heavy frosts; Wisconsin, heavy frosts; Minnesota, freez- 
ing; Iowa, from 3 to 5°; Colorado, frosts, Such was the temperature of the 
corresponding week last year (1907). 

In 1908, we find this same authority reporting the weather as above 
normal in the whole eastern section of the country from Canada to the Gulf 
and extending west to the borders of Wyoming, the middle of Colorado, 
and the western boundary of Texas. In the other half of the country the 
report shows a deficiency in temperatures averaging 3 degrees in all sec- 
tions, to the coast. The only States mentioned as below the normal tem- 
perature are Wisconsin very slightly and Minnesota the same, Colorado, 
Utah and California. Those reported normal are New York, Texas, Indiana, 
Ohio and Michigan. It will thus be seen that the great majority of States 
were above normal and they are reported so to this extent: New England 
3 to 5; New Jersey 3; Pennsylvania 2 to 5; Maryland 4; Virginia 3 to 5; 
North Carolina 3; South Carolina 2 to 4; Florida 5; Arkansas 2; Tennesee 
4; Kentucky 6 to 8; Missouri 4 to 8; Illinois 5 to 9; lowa3to5. Contrasted

with last season at this time, the temperatures of this year are more than as 
much above normal as they were in 1907 below. 

A comparison of the rainfall of the two years shows that in this year, 
1908, the entire Atlantic slope is deficient to an extent amounting to about 
¥% inch on the average, while the Mississippi Valley, extending from the 
Gulf to Canada, averages about 2 inches in excess of the normal amount. 
At the same time last year the same conditions of rainfall obtained in all 
sections, except that in the Mississippi Valley the excess amonnted to only 
¥% to 2 inches, as to locality. 


We leave it to our readers to recall the results of crop conditions in 
the sections spoken of, last year, and using this as a basis of reckoning, 
make their own deductions as to the prospects for the crops under the con- 
ditions as found this year. The problem is simple; though it must be 
borne in mind we had good growing weather from the end of June, 1907, 
while what kind of weather we will have from now on this year is, of 
course, a mystery. The extent of the calamity of this year can only be 
judged by some such method as this, and we prefer to leave the action to 
the individual. 

From now on all must recognize, the weather is the most important 
matter in relation to canned goods. Many will say not so; the tmarket 
condition, sales and prices are what count. But they only count as the 
new crop progresses, for that is the great affecting influence in the market. 

In the canned goods market there have not been any remarkable 
changes in prices made during the week, though a number of articles show 
some changes, due to the advent of the new packing season. 


Pineapples are now in the canning houses of this city, but to a limited 
extent, sufficient, however, to cause some brokers to revise their prices, 
and naturally they show lower figures. The average is from 5 to 10 cents 
in the reductions; but demand is reported quite good for this article. 

Peas are also about to come upon the board:, and these have also felt 
the effect of this near approach of new goods. Packers are anxious to 
clear out the small holdings they may have and the market shows a slight 
decline all along the line. Demand for this article is slightly better, but 
not up to its normal condition. 


Strawberries are still high in price from the truckers’ hands, and as a 
consequence packing has not greatly increased. There is a good crop 
ahead and a good-sized pack should be made. In this article the demand 
is not what it should be. 

Peaches show a still further decline in some quotations, no doubt due 
to the good reports of crop conditions in this article from almost every 


section. Georgia will have a good crop of fine fruit, and many canneries 
will be at work on them. California will also have a good crop and the 
same is expected from Michigan and the Western States. This article is 
rapidly losing its fancy position and coming into its normal position. The 
demand is very light. 

Tomatoes show no.changes of consequence this week, but it is known 
the amount of goods now held by first hands is very small, having been 
cut down considerably by the desire of holders to clear out, and the fact 
that buyers have realized that tomatoes at 72¥%4c. are a good purchase. In 
fact, they are cheaper than the offerings of future goods, which are held 
at 75c., and quite a good business has been done this past week in futures 
at this figure. In fact, there has been more business than at any time 
since the turn of the year. 

Canners’ metals show no changes, and all quotations may be found in 
their regular place. 


THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE ”’ 


CHICAGO, May 1908. 

Weather Conditions.—!t is said that a great editor’s idea of how 
to run a newspaper was to know where hell was going to break loose next 
and to have a man there to report the proceedings. 

That is the situation just now in this vicinity, judging from crop 
reports collected by one of the big wholesale grocery houses and mailed to 
their customers in circular form. I mail you a copy of the circular and 
must admit that I have never before read such uniformly unfavorable 
reports from over such a wide area of country. (W1ll publiish next week.) 

These reports were requested on the condition of corn, peas and toma- 
toes by a wholesale grocery house of Chicago (Steele-Wedles Company ) 
and the result has certainly been startling, as the letters show a condition 
in the outlook or prospect for tomatoes and peas and the acreage for 1908 
which is simply dismaying. The frosts, rains, hails, floods and cold 
weather seem to have upset all the calculations of growers and packers. 

I looked over the originals of these letters and found that there were 
many that had not been used in this circular, having arrived too late to be 
inserted, but nearly all of the same tenor. Iniruth, Hades seems to have 
exploded here in the Middle West, and I am here to report the proceed- 
ings for THER TRADE.

Asparagus.—The asparagus packers don’t know exactly ‘‘ where 
they are at.”’ ‘‘How the mighty have fallen!’ Heretofore the Pacific 


Coast asparagus packer has been an autocrat of autocrats and high cock- 
alorum of the hen roost. 


If you did not like his price or proposed assortment, he would not 
urge you, as plenty were standing ready to take the goods. Now you can 
buy all white or all green or all tips and have deliveries when you find it 
convenient, and if you are a whale and will take a big bite, other confi- 
dential conditions may be secured, soI am told. As it is, I learn that one 
packer closed contracts for about 25,000 cases in Chicago this week and all 
other packers combined for about an equal quantity. When it comes to 
asking what prices were paid, all concerned merely look wise and say 
nothing. 

Dried Fruit Active.—! learn that the dried fruit trade, for spot 
shipments, has shown strown activities this and last week and that apples, 
peaches, raisins and prunes are all selling well not alone to the regular 
trade but to the outside or interior wholesale trade. 

Excited Market on Corn.—Two weeks ago canned corn had no 
friends. To-day the hot grasp of a greedy welcome is extended to it every- 
where and hats are removed reverentially in its presence. Two weaks ago 
canned corn was easily purchaseable in Chicago of good standard quality 
at soc. to 52%c.; but today, I know that Rockford Canning Company 
(Illinois) declined an offer of 60c. for five thousand cases delivered at 
Chicago and that an Iowa cannery declined an offer at the same figure for 
a similar quantity. Most Illinois canneries have withdrawn future prices 
on canned corn and many Indiana packers have withdrawn frices of toma- 
toes for future delivery. 

Canned Tomatoes.—There is no change from last week for spot 
goods. Off standard goods can still be bought spot for Soc. per dozen for 
No. 3s; full standard No. 3s cannot be had for less than 85c. f. 0. b. Chicago. 
Gallon or No. 10 are nominal and not moving. 

Canned Apples.—The market as to canned apples is very weak and 
- the goods are moving slowly. Prices range all the way from $1.85 to $2.75

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Narious Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 
Pessimism still rules the roost, judging by the tone of some of the 
brokers’ circulars. Some business men can’t understand how low prices 
are sometimes the best remedy for unfavorable business conditions. 


Holders of tomatoes are ready sellers at low prices, the canners apparently, 


being anxious to face the new packing season with clean decks. Futures 
are dull. Corn is helped, as regards futures, by the unseasonable weather 
in the growingsections and is showing alittle more firmness. Asparagus has 
sold well for future delivery. Peas are weak and dull. Canned fruits rule 
in buyers’ favor. No. 10 apples are weak. The market for red Alaska 
salmon is firm. Halves of chinook salmon and pink salmon are easy. 
Dealers are waiting for the new form of contract, etc., before takmg hold 
of domestic sardines.—Merchants’ Review. 
Philadelphia. 

Tomatoes are unchanged in price, both spot and future. Spot toma- 
tees, however, are in better demand than for some time. Corn is still dull, 
but perhaps shows some little improvement in demand. Prices are 
unchanged, the market being weak. Peas are dull. Jobbers are consider- 
ably disappointed because prices on spot are about 20 cents below what 
they expected them to be. Future peas will remain steady until the 
danger point of weather has passed. Apples are unchanged and dull. 
Peaches are selling in a small way, but there is no general demand. Balti- 
more small canned goods are dull and unchanged in price, the canning 
season coming along with good prospects. California canned goods are 
unchanged, no particular business doing in first hands. The jobbers are 
gradually working out of their stock of old goods.—Grocery World. 

Chicago. 

There is a better general demand for canned goods of most descriptions. 
Peas are wanted for consumption and prices on this vegetable are firm 
here. The packers appear to be sold up well on cheap and medium priced 
peas. Spinach is another item in the canned goods list that is wanted for 


consumption. Spinach is firm also, as are canned string and lima beans. 
Tomatoes are steady, with the consumption demand increasing, as shown 


by freer buying by retailers. Future tomatoes are also in better request 
from the retail trade. The season is reported backward and the feeling, 
therefore, is firmer. Corn is also suffering from a backward season. Corn 
prices are steady. A feature of the situation is the new prices on Cali- 
fornia asparagus. The Association’s opening quotations are lower than 
some of the prices that were made earlier by other packers and are very 
much lower than last year’s prices on California canned asparagus. 
Fruits of all kinds are closely sold up, judging by the firmness of the 
market. Packing of early varieties, like strawberries; for instance, will 
begin right away. Salmon is in better request and prices are firm for all 
grades. Sardines of all kinds are firm. Shrimp, lobster, etc., are scarce 
and firm. Oysters are steady.—Gvocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 

Tomatoes seem to be going out in good volume at so close to go cents 
for good standards that this price is accepted as being the ruling market. 
There are quite a few blocks yet in the hands of the jobbers, but the gen- 
eral tone to the market is firmer, rather than weaker at the present 
time. There is nothing. practically, doing in futures. Jobbers are not 
taking hold of the market just now because the retailers are fighting very 
shy of buying goods for future delivery. A feature that some people 
seem to have overlooked is that the small packer this year is likely to be 
a small factor in the market. In the past he has been able to get the cash 
to pay for the raw stock from his banker on showing how much futures 
he had sold, but now he cannot make that showing, and he is not making 
any big contracts with the growers just now. Some who follow the market 
closely say that future tomatoes at present figures are a good purchase. 
Corn is moving fairly well. Prices vary according to the quality, and 
and there are about as many qualities as there are packers. The ‘‘ Big 
Five ”’ in Illinois have withdrawn future quotations, but the jobbers gen- 
erally seem to think this is a good deal of a bluff and that there will be no 
corn famine this year or next. There is yet a good carryover to be dis- 
posed of, so they say. Opinions on the pea market differ. One man tells 
us that there is plenty on hand and that the carryover is heavy. Peas are 
the first to come into the market as a new crop and it will not be long 
before we will be hearing of new goods arriving. On the other hand, it is 
known that several of the St. Louis jobbers are very low in stock and 
cannot replace what they sell and make any profit after paying cost and 
handling. As it is now, there is much difficulty in finding any goods that 
can be sold for a dime by the retailer.— 7he /nterstate Grocer. 

Montreal, Can. 

Vegetables are in good demand, also fruits, and the market remains 
unchanged since last report. The falling off in demand for canned fish 
has not been as large as was expected since the Lenten season closed

that many houses are still somewhat heavily stocked, the year’s business : 


having proved rather disappointing. Futures are being offered in some 
quarters at fixed and open prices, but interest seems to be rather closely 
centred in the old pack goods.—Canadian Grocer. 


London, England. 

Salmon.—The market for British Columbia and Alaska, particularly 
the latter, is very firm, but there is not much doing. The Cyclops and the 
Prince Robe t have arrived at Liverpool with 26,867 cases and 68,684 cases, 
respectively, and the Patroclus here with 1,517 cases. Lobsters.—There is 
no change to note in this market. Sardines.—There is a little more busi- 
ness passing in the lots available, and the market maintains a firm tone. 
Reports state that very few fish have been caught on the Portuguese coast. 
The Bravo, with 415 cases, and the Orissa, with 606 cases, have both 
arrived at liverpool and the Tasso at Hull, with 909 cases. Fruits.— 
There is no fresh feature to note in this market. Quotations are already 
out for new season’s apricots, but buyers are not overanxious to operate at 
present. Spot stocks of Californian fruits are slowly going out, and it is 
anticipated that the quantity here will be cleared off before the new 
season’s goods arrive. The Etruria, with 2,033 cases fruit, and the Prince 
Robert, with 9,482 cases of fruit, have arrived at Liverpool, and the Manilla 
and the Patroclus have arrived at this port with 1,425 cases and 1,385 cases, 
respectively. Pineapples are steady. 


Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The market during the past few days has been very steady, 
with a large inquiry from the country for all kinds. Best flats and half- 
flats are in considerable demand, and Alaska is also being sent out in large 
quantities. Sardines quiet, not much offering. Fruits.—Regarding apri- 
cots, prices during the week have been made for overland shipment from 
California, and as they are some shillings below current rates, a very large 
trade is being done. Pears are steady, and peaches rather quiet. Pine- 
apples.—The demand has been much better this week than for some time 
past. Quotations are firmer, and considering that most of the staple sizes 
are at present being quoted at practically the lowest prices on record, it is 
quite feasible to suppose that if the demand continues quotations will 


advance, particularly taking into consideration the absence of other cheap 
canned fruits. Tho Cyclops has arrived with 8,645 cases on board, also the 
Deucation with 8,413 cases. Rabbits.—Quite 3d. per dozen better. Toma- 
toes.—Very firmly held for 4s. to 4s. 14%d.—Grvocers’ Gazette.

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machine is entirely automatic, cutting, forming and attaching the solder 
to caps for fruit cans, after which the finished cap is positively removed, it 
only being necessary for the operator to place caps in the bushings of the 
revolving dial plate. While the operation of the machine is entirely auto- 
matic, it is nevertheless very simple. From the spool placed on the reel 
shown at the left-hand side of the press, the wire soider is fed by means of 
feed rolls, which are operated by means of a Geneva wheel, which wheel 
is driven by the vertical shaft on left side of machine, operated in turn 
through the bevel gears shown on the end of crank shaft. The feed rolls 
are adjustable, so that by a slight turn of a lever the rolls can be either 
engaged or disengaged. Passing through the feed rolls, the wire is fed 
into the first operation die, which is operated by toggles driven by a race 
cam fastened to the vertical shaft. Here the solder is cut off to length and 
formed into a circle, after which it drops into the dial bushing directly 
underneath and is carried with the next revolution of the press under the 
first of two punches carried by the slide, where it is flattened, passing on 
the next revolution of the press to the second operation punch, where the 
forming is done. 

Next the blanks, which are fed from the table at right side of press, 
are dropped into the bushings in which the solder ring is formed and are 
carried under a punch operated in the sub-press directly in front of the 
slide, where the solder is fastened to the caps, the punch of the sub-press 
being driven from the vertical shaft by means of a cam through toggles 
and a connecting rod. 

The cap now having the solder attached is raised flush with the top of 
the bolster by means of a positive knockout. While in this position the 
positive sweep acts and throws the finished cap into a receptacle conveni- 
ently placed to receive it. The positive knockout return rod insures the 
return of the pads in the bushings to their proper position before the bush- 
ing passes under the first operation die in which the solder is cut and fed. 

In designing the machine consideration was given to the fact that pos- 
sibly the operator through neglect might not feed caps into the bushings, 
into which solder had previously been deposited, so to avoid the posibil- 
ity of feeding two pieces of solder for one cap the press is arranged to 
automatically stop in the event of the operator failing to place a cap in 
each bushing, and overcomes the consequent risk of injuring the closing 
punch. It also has a tendency to keep the operator alert, for as soon as 


the feeding is stopped, the press stops. The dial is driven by a Geneva 
wheel, and to insure against any possibie accident in case of the dial not 
registering accurately the press is fitted with a safety stop connected with 
the clutch. In the event of the dial not registering accurately this stop is 
arranged to act on the clutch and immediately stops the press. 

The press has a capacity of 75 caps per minute, and weighs 2,500 
pounds, as shown. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


NeEw York, May 21.—Conditions are substantially the 
same as they have been for some time past, with the possible 
exception of one or two articles which are rather stronger and 
which are apparently upon the verge of an advance. ‘The 
market has been a shade more active in the principal articles 
during the week and there has been a stronger disposition on 
the part of holders to demand full prices for their products. 
The market under these conditions is in better position and the 
outlook is considered more encoutaging. One might say that 
the tendency is upward, but perhaps that would be a species 
of exaggeration which will scarcely bear repetition. The 
upward tendency is apparent, but it hasn’t yet begun to mani- 
fest itself in any important degree as yet. 

Tomatoes.—Considerable movement has developed in spot 
goods, with full standard 3s in Maryland packing offered at 
72%c. regular f. o. b. factory. Occasional sales are noted at 
this price of stock acceptable to the buyer. Most holders, 
however, quote 75c. regular f. 0. b. factory as an inside figure. 
Spot gallons can be bought at $2.00 f. 0. b. factory and No. 2s 
can be bought at 55c. regular f. 0. b. factory. No large lots 
appear to be wanted and in one or two instances more favorable 
terms have been made. No changes are reported in New Jersey

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tomatoes. Futures are quoted at 75c. regular f. 0. b. factory 
for full standard 3s and buying at this figure can be done easily. 
Future 2s are offered at 55c. and gallons at $2.20. 

Peas.—No interest is reported in Southern future peas at 
opening prices based on 8oc. for standards, $1.00 for sifted, 
$1.15 for extra sifted and $1.50 for petit pois, all f. o. b. Balti- 
more. Buyers look for a still further reduction. These prices 
are 5c. lower than holders quoted last week. Spot peas are 
easier and lower on Southern stock, with some pressure to sell 
noted in some quarters. Not much movement is reported. 

Asparagus.—The spot market is weak and neglected. A 
little business is noted in futures, but large buyers are still 
indifferent and keep out of the market. 

Spinach.—The market is easier and the tendency is toward 
a lower level. 

Corn.—No change has been reported in corn. The sale is 
chiefly in small lots and the market remains barely steady as 
quoted. Conditions are substantially the same as previously 
reported, though a shade more interest is noted in Maine stock. 

Fruits. —Not much interest is shown in future fruits at the 
opening basis reported by some California packers. One San 
Jose packer has announced opening prices*on some stock, but 
this doesn’t attract any particular attention among buyers. 
They are all waiting for the announcement of the large packers. 
In some quarters it is said that the price announced by this 
packer is too high to encourage large buying, most jobbers 
looking for a material reduction from the figures here quoted. 
Prices are generally quoted in Southern futures, but so far 
buying has been in a small way only. Spot fruits are easy on 
all offerings. State gallon apples are offered freely at compar- 
atively low quotations. Spot Singapore pineapples are weak. 


Spot stocks of the domestic grades are in moderate supply, but 
demand is light and quotations are largely nominal. Small 
fruits are scarce and the market is dull. 

Salmon.—A more active interest is reported in salmon and 
red Alaska is firm at $1.35 for talls. Reports from the Coast 
state that there has been an advance there. It is said that bids 
of $1.32 have been declined on small lots of red Alaska talls. 
No prices have been announced on 1go8 red Alaska. Pink is 
moving under a shade more inquiry, with sales reported at goc. 
here. Bids of 87%c. have been refused. Spot medium red is 
firmer at quotations. Stocks are in moderate compass. Colum- 
bia River fish is steady. For chinook halves $1.15 appears to 
be inside. At this writing no prices have been named on 1908 
chinook, though the annuncement is expected every day. 

Sardines.—All stock is firmly held, with 1908 pack deliver- 
ies now arriving in small lots on orders placed when the market 
opened. Orders are now being booked subject to approval of 
price when made. The run of fish is small. Hupson.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The first of the present month we published an article 
entitled ‘‘ A Sanitary Method of Tomato Canning’’ from the 
pen of the author of ‘‘ A Complete Course in Canning.’’ All 
our readers probably remember this, as we have heard many 
comments on it, some favorable, some adverse, some incredulous. 
Still other remarks grew out of it, for lessons were drawn from 


it by practical, far-seeiug men and applied to other lines of 
canning. 


There were some features of this article ‘‘ handled without 
gloves’’ and were deliberately passed by us, as we believe this 
is the best way to firmly impress the necessity of some drastic 


action towards reform. In other words, we were speaking to. . 
canned goods packers of a matter directly affecting them, and 
the public at large was not a party to the action. It is the © 


public, of course, that is directly affected and that is to be 
feared, in such matters.as were therein pointed out; but ‘* what 
the public did not know would not hurt it,’’ to twist an old 


expression about, and the correction of this publicly unknown 
condition was between ourselves. 


As our readers will remember, the suggestion, in the main, 
was to can tomatoes in an entirely new manner; in brief, to 
reduce them to a coarse pulp without skins, but containing all 
the seeds, and so run them into the cans, thus doing away with 


nearly all handling and the unsightly scenes connected there-— 


with. We have said that we believe this style of tomato can- 
ning could find an extensive market if properly presented to 
the public; but, as might be supposed, there is a great differ- 
ence of opinion about this. 

We wish to say here that we will be very glad to hear 


from anyone on this subject, and we think it worthy of conside- 


ration. Let no one be afraid to take up the subject from his 
point of view and discuss it freely. We invite you to do so. 


Our readers will pardon us, however, if we say we are more 
interested in the sanitary feature of the proposition than we are 
in the question of a market. We offer as our excuse for this, 
that we are most anxious to see removed every feature in con- 
nection with the canning of fruits and vegetables, to say noth- 
ing of all the other articles in cans, that can be pointed to by an 
accusing public. We want to see the entire process conducted 
so that no one can find fault with it, but, on the contrary, all 
must praise it. This idea is not Utopian; it can and will be 
accomplished, and the sooner it is, the sooner will the canners 
reap the reward of it. 


As we write this there is a great number of canners through- 
out the country taking steps to place their factories in a splen- 
did condition of sanitation; and when the busy time of canning 
comes on, the visitor will find these factories orderly and clean, 
free from accumulations of dirt under tables, slop upon the 
floor, wet and bedragged women in rags working upon food 
products, and heaps of rotting refuse in and around the place. 

There is no use deceiving ourselves about this any longer; 
the canning factory must be clean. and must be free of the con- 
ditions we hint at above, and which are not uncommon sights to 
all of us. 

Then when the State or Government inspector walks into 
the factory, as they most certainly will do this coming season, 
and did last year, it will be a pleasure to show him everything 
and every corner—and the public will be even more welcome. 

But leaving aside the visits of inspectors or the public, there 
is a feature about a dirty, unclean canning factory which is pro- 
bably always overlooked. The operators in that unclean factory 
spread the story wherever they go, and take trouble to advise all 
they meet to never use any of those goods. The amount of 
damage these workers do is incalculable, and the wonder is that 
the industry has grown as rapidly as it has done, in the face of — 
these numerous detractors. ‘‘ Bad news travels rapidly’’ and 
the recipients of such tales as these workers tell, eagerly hand 
the story down, and down and down until its end cannot be 
estimated. 

The writer was astenished and chagrined on one occasion 
to hear his colored servant say she would not eat canned toma- 
toes, indeed not, for she had worked in a canning factory and 
knew how they canned them! There can be no doubt in the 
world, that that story told in any other house would have caus- 
ed the mistress to carefully avoid canned tomatoes thereafter. 
For the fact that the girl had worked in the canning factory, 
was the best kind of proof of the truth of what she said, in the 
eyes of the listener. 


We have said before ‘‘canned goods have honor save in 
their own town,’’ for this is too often true; and if the town 
in which the goods are packed has not faith enough in them to 


. eat them, it will take the trouble to tell the world so; and here 


are more detractors and every single one hurts the entire 
business. 

So that if you can find no other reason for being clean in 
your factory operations than this mercinary one, take at least 
that one, and keep it in front of you. Remember that it means 
dollars out of your pocket to have people speak disparagingly 
of your products, and not only out of your pocket but out of 
every other canner’s in the business. It hurts all canned goods. 

There is a very laudable effort being made to correct the 
abuses, and as we have said most canners are trying to arrange 
their factories so that the work will not only beclean, but appear 
clean, and as this effort is further advanced the individuals will 
see how much better the work can be done under cleanly condi- 
tions than under the old, slovenly methods. It brings its own 
reward in any way you look at it. So join the crusade, clean 
up and keep clean.
